Dear Doctor Burleigh: 


During the past several months I have been doing some research into the 
ancestry of the various branches of my family. I have uncovered a very great 
amount of information and have compiled an extensive chart outlining family re- 
lationships. Some of it represents mere conjecture and some guess-work, as 


jell as actual fact.

In seeking help to unravel the threads of these connections, I have 
written to several persons, including Miss Hazel Van Alstyne of the Lennox and 
Addington Historical Society's Museum at Napanee. Miss Van Alstyne has indi- 


cated that you have "a wealth of metrial on geneological matters" and I am 
therefore taking the liberty of writing to you in this regard. 


I am enclosing three small charts which represent a bare framework of 
that chart I mentioned above. The number (1) chart is the first one I made 
and concerns chiefly the Barnharts on whom much information is available. I 
still do not have absolute proof that the Charles and Samuel Barnhart on my 
chart were in fact the brother and nephew respectively of Sgt George Barnhart, 
or that Samuel was the father of Isabelle, my grandmother. Mr Horace Barnhart 
of Toronto in his recent letter to me says that he "is certain" that my chart 
is correct, but proof eludes me. The number (2) chart represents my version 
of the Huyck heritage in Canada and what appears to be the connection with the 
Richardsons. The 3rd chart indicates what I believe to be a close-to-fact 
outline of the early Richardson lineage in Canada. But, proof of this, of 
course is lacking. 

Please examine these charts to see if they agree with whatever know- 
ledge you may have. I would greattyappreciate any additional information on 
the early founders of the various branches. I am most desirous of obtaining 
proof of the validity or otherwise of the connections indicated, with dates, 
places, etc. Also, locations in the USA before the American Revolution where 
these people came from would be most welcome.

The above chart has been assembled largely from conjecture 
and, to some extent, from guesswork, It appears that 


the four Huycks across the top of the chart, Isaac, Lieut John, marker and Peter Huyck may have been brothers. There is no evidence that I have found to support 
this assumption, except that they all lived at Adolphustown or Marysburg. I would like some indication as to the cbrrect connection amongst the above. 


I am, of course, mainly interested in the connection or connections between the Richardsons and the Huyeks. Names, dates, places, parents, children, ancestors 
in general are wanted urgently.
